Says He Has Not Heard a Word 
from Dr. Byrd as to Whether 
He Will Accept Presidency 
of Wesleyan College 
er Not

Macon, Ga., April 8—(Special.)—So far 
Dr, Byrd, of Atlanta, has not informed 
Dr. Roberts, of the Wesleyan Female 
college, whether or not he will accept 
the presidency of that institution to 
which he has been selected unanimously 
by the board of trustees. 

A communication from Dr. Byrd was 
expected today and after the arrival of 
the early afternoon trains it became cur- 
rently reported upon the streets here that 
Dr. Byrd’s letter of acceptance had 
reached Dr. Roberts at Wesleyan college. 
But when Dr. Roberts was questioned 
relative to the receipt of the letter he 
declared most emphatically that no com- 
munication whatever had been received 
by him from Dr. Byrd. It is generally 
known here that Dr. Roberts was in At- 
lanta on Monday last and during the day 
had a lengthy conference with Dr. Byrd 
about his acceptance of the position, but 
up to today Dr. Roberts had not related 
to ahy.one here the substance of that 
conversation. When Dr. Byrd was elect- 
ed by the board of trustees it will be 
remembered he asked for ten days or two 
weeks’ time to consider the acceptance of 
the presidency of the college. 

The fact that the time requested has 
about expired, together with the Knowl- 
edge of Dr. Roberts’ recent visit to At- 
Janta, was, in all probability, the cause 
of the discussion of the matter here to- 
day. 

Unless the letter of acceptance or 
declination, as the case may be, is now 
in the postoffice here awaiting a morniig 
delivery, it may be said with perfect 
safety that Dr. Byrd has not transmittcd 


the communication in which there is so | 


much interest just now, unless that let- 
ter is unopened upon the desk of the 
Hon, Dupont Guerry, of this city. In 
Macon there are but three persons with 
whom Dr. Byrd could communicate of- 
ficially as to his. intentions concerning the 
presidency of Wesleyan. These are Dr. 
Roberts, who is still at the head of the 
college; W. R. Rogers, secretary of the 
boa of trustees, and Hon. Dupont 
Guerry, chaizman of the committee. 


Imphatically Denied It.

Boston, April 8.—Not only was the posi- 
tion of the Lowell cotton mill operatives 
and the strikers at Woonsocket and Man- 
ville, R. I., indorsed at the session of the 
National Mule Spinners’ Association to- 
day, but preparatory steps were taken to- 
ward ordering strikes of spinners at other 
New England points. The executive 
council of the association was instructed 
in case the efforts to induce mill owners 
„to advance. wages are futile to order 
strikes at such times as may be deemed 
most expedient.

London, April 8—John Redmond, the 
Irish leader, made an important speech 
at Dublin tonight, in which he welcomed 
the Irish land bill, in. spite of its great 
defects, as. the first measure proposed 
by an English minister having the 
avowed object of carrying into effect 


the policy of Parnell and the land 
league. 
He sald he did not wish to forestall 
the decision of the coming national con- 
vention at Dublin. The latter's accept- 
ance of the bill would mean its amend- 
ment and its certain passage into law. 
The rejection of the bill by the conven- 
tion would mean that both Chief Sec · 
retary Wyndham and his bill would dis- 
appear. He knew what he was saying 
when he said that at this moment the 
positions. of the government, of Mr. 
Wyndham, and of the land bill were all 
weak positions. He deprecated any mix- 
ing up of the questions of land and home 
rule. He believed that the settlement 
of the land question would remove the 
most formidable: obstacle on the road to 
home rule, but the suggestion made by 
some liberals: that the Irish land bill 
should be accompanied by a measure of 
home rule was dangerous and the sugges- 
tion was likely to wreck the bill.

the aldermanic candidates who favor- 
ed municipal ownership, received the 
indorsement of the people. 

This, it cannot be denied, was equiv- 
alent to a referendum vote on the mu- 
nicipal ownership question, and it may 
be expected that Chicago will at once 
take advanced steps in that direction. 

It is well known that Chicago’s ex- 
perience with private ownership of 
her public utility properties has been 
anything but satisfactory. Inferior 
service and exorbitant charges have 
exasperat<1 her people beyond en- 
durance, until taey were forced to 
seek relief through municipal owner- 
ship. . 

They have grown tired of paying 
two and three prices for such service 
to enable private corporations to pay 
dividends on their outrageéusly wa- 
tered securities; and they have come 
to the conclusion that the city itself 
can be better depended upon to fur- 
nish satisfactory public service—and 
that, too, at net cost to the public. 

The fact cannot be disguised that 
the municipal public idea is gaining 
ground wherever and whenever put to 
tae test. How far a municipality or a 
State may go in this direction is a 
matter still to be determined; and it 
is a question that depends largely 
upon the conditions existing in each 
particular instance. 

But the important fact is—and it is 
worthy of more than passing note— 
that the people are rapidly accepting 
the principle of public ownership. 
What ten or fifteen years ago would 
have been regarded as inexpedient 
and even dangerous has come to be 
regarded as being, under certain con- 
ditions, not only justifiable, but neces- 
sary. 

The reason for this change of opin- 
ion is to be easily found in the ten- 
dency of private corporations to make 
the public pay dividénds on securities 
that have been multiplied three and 
four times over by shrewd stock ma- 
nipulators, and, in return therefor, 
render only such service as the public 
is able to exact from them. But no 
less objectionable is the dominating 


{influence of such corporations in poli- 


ties. The publio has grown tired of 
paying tribute to such greed and ac- 
knowledging obedience to such a po- 
litical power—and the public is show- 
ing a disposition to take the bit in its 
teeth. 

At least one thing seems clear; 
practically every progressive city in 
this country is paying some attention 
to the eventual necessity for munic- 
ipal ownership of public utilities. 
Chicago, New York, Philadelphia, De- 
troit and others are adopting the pub- 
lic ownership idea to a greater or less 
degree,

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Some Divorce Statistics. 

According to The Record-Herald, 
Chicago still holds her place as the 
divorce center of the United States. 
The Record-Herald has compiled 
some interesting statistics which bear 
out this claim, and incidentally show 
what the balance of the country is 
doing in the divorce line. 

It is shown that Chicago claims as 
citizens 4,314 divorced persons, while 
New York ranks next with 2,146 resi- 
dents who have passed through the 
divorce mill, Baltimore, according to 
the same authority, has 988 divorced 
persons among her citizenship, which 
is about half as many as can be claim- 
ed by San Francisco. St. Louis, In- 
dianapolis; Boston, Kansas City, Cleve- 
land and Louisville all lead Baltimore, 
while Washington and New Orleans 
are not far behind the Maryland city. 
It is estimated by The Record-Herald 
that there are now 51,538 divorced 
persons in the United States, of whom 
32,205 are women and 19,333 are men. 
The excess of divorced women over 
divorced men is explained on the the- 
ory that men who have been separat- 
ed from their wives by the courts are 
more apt to remarry than women who 
have passed through the divorce mill. 

These figures will strike one at a 

glance as being entirely too small. 
Doubtless The Record-Herald has 
done its best to secure reliable sta- 
tistics, but we are inclined to believe 
that it must have overlooked quite a 
number of people who found marriage 
to be a failure—and admitted it. 

If The Record-Herald means that 
51,538 people in the United States 
have secured divorces and refused to 
tempt fate the second or third or 
fourth time, as the case may be, that 
would sound something like it; but we 
cannot believe that its estimates in- 
clude all o, those who again put their 
necks in the matrimonial halter.

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Damage by the Mississippi Floods. 

After all the excitement occasioned 
by the Mississippi river floods this 
spring the actual damage wrought 
thereby is not belieyed to have been 
very great. 55 

The New Orleans papers, which, it 
must be admitted; are in a position 
to know, summarize he situation up 
to April 1 by showing that out of 1,480 
miles of levees only. & Mile and a half 
had given way to the high water, 
while only between 2 per cent and 3 
per cent of the cultivated land had 
been overflowed: The levee system is 
in better condition thah ever before, 
so they say, to resist the attack of the 
river, yet in many places the levees 
had not been perfected when the river 
began to rise. 

On the whole; the present levee sys- 
tem is regarded with great satisfac- 
tion, though considerable work will be 
yet required to make it what is de 
sired. 

It is pointed out that in some re- 
spects this year’s experience has been 
without parallel in two decades. The 
winter and early spring in the whole 
length of thé Mississippi valley was 
the wettest on record, and the snows 
melted a month earlier than usual. 
As the upper country becomes more 
thickly settled, moreover, the drain- 
age becomes more nearly perfect, and 
this causes high water in the river, 
which drains twenty-seven states and 
territories, more quickly than in the 
old days. Added to the ‘drainage fac- 
Aor in the deforestation of the upper 
country, which has done much to in- 
crease the amount of water carried off 
by the river in freshet time. 

With the extensions and improve- 
ments that will be made to the levee 
system from year to year, it is beliey- 
ed that the Mississippi may yet be 
controlled to all intents and purposes. 

Of course, planting in the river bot- 
toms has been seriously delayed, but 
it is hoped that good crops can yet 
be made, so that, taking it all in all, 
the actual damage, as stated, is noth- 
ing like as great as was at first feared 
it would be. 


The. Persian Problem. 

A book of no ordinary interest on 
the subject, The. Persian Problem,” 
by H. J. Whigham, is just imported 
by the Scribners.

The 
reciprocity ' treaty .will not fielp the 
situation in regard to the present crop, 
and it is doubtful if congress will en- 
act the measure in time to be effec- 
tive for the second crop. In the mean- 
time, Cuba will find a European mar- 
ket and get in the way of doing her 
trading on the other side of the At- 
lantic to a large extent.

Cinnabar, Mont., April 8&.—President 
Roosevelt is in ie fastnes of Yellow- 
stone park and for the next sixteen 
days he expects to enjoy complete rest 
and cessation from public duties, He 
will be in almost daily communication 
with Secretary Loeb, at Cinnabar, but 
nothing except of the utmost importance 
will be referred to him. 

In company with John Burroughs, the 
naturalist, who accompanied him from 
Washington, Roosevelt will closely study 
the nature of the various animals that 
inhabit the park. The president has look- 
ed forward to this outing for some time 
and he was in a particular happy frame 
of mind when he led the cavalcade into 
the park. Every trail leading into the 
preserve is closely guarded and no one 
will be allowed to disturb the president's 
solitude. His headquarters will be at the 


home of Major Pitcher, superintendent 


of the park. A number of camps have 
been established in different _localities 
and these will be occupied by the presi- 
dent from time to time.

Atlanta Will Have “Union Depot” 
at Mitchell Street, Notwithstnd- 
ing the Recent Numerous 
Surmises to the Con- 
trary. 


Notwithstanding the innumerable 
guesses and surmises that have been 
made, the passenger depot situation in 
Atlanta today, viewed in the light of 
cOmmon sense, is very simple, even to thé 
lay mind. 

There is little or no doubt but that 
the new Mitchell street terminal will be a 
“union depot” in every sense of the word, 
and that all the railroads entering At- 
lanta will unite in giving this city, the 
most perfect. passenger service enjoyed 
by any city in the United States, none 
excepted, 

Captain J. W. English, president of the 
Atlanta Terminal Company, which will 
erect the new depot, made this signifi- 
cant statement in an interview with a 
Constitution reporter yesterday: 

“Dollars do not fight dollars, and the 
Atlanta Terminal Company is not worry- 
ing over the rumors to the effect that 
the Louisville and Nashville, Seaboard 
Air Line and other roads in that partic- 
ular community of interest will decline 
to enter the new depot when it is 
finished. 8 

„As yet we have had no word from 
these roads as to what they intend to do, 
“continued Mr, English, but there are 
many questions to consider and time does 
not press. Atlanta demands the best 
possible passenger service, will be con- 
tent with nothing else, and the only way 
to get it is by cooperation. Railroads, 
whether allied or in competition, do not 
as a usual thing play any cutthroat 
games, Two passenger depots in Atlanta 
would cause the traveling public much 
inconvenience, and as this is a distrib- 
uting point—the gateway to the south— 
all the roads would suffer. 

Rumor Without Truth. 

The rumor to the effect that the Louis- 
ville and Nashville will erect a great pas- 
senger station here is; of course, with- 
out foundation, and the idea that the 
Louisville and Nashville, Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis and Georgia roads 
will continue to use the old union depot 
is equally absurd. Its facilities are en- 
tirely inadequate to the demands of 
through passenger traffic, and, besides, 
the old shed will fall down long before 
the seventeen-year lease expires.

/ “The Constitution’s story gave the facts 

about Sims’ farm. If anything, he spent 
more than $60,000 on the place.“ 

‘This is the statement made to the board 
of directors and officials of the Capital 
City national bank by A. J. Smith, of At- 
lanta, who went to Greene county as 
the bank's representative for“the purpose 
of making an inventory of the place. 

“There was no feature of the case you 
did not have correct.“ Mr. Smith said to 
a representative of The Constitution, un- 
less it was you put the cost of that bun 
a little too high. I don't think he cost 
quite $500, but you might have gone fur- 
ther than you did and stated that be- 
tween $60,000 and $70,000 had been spent 
on the place.“ 

In making his report to the bank of- 
ficla!ts Mr. Smith, on a conservative esd 
mate, valued the farm, stock and all im. 
provements at $48,097, the difference be. 
tween which and $60,000 or more was spent 
on labor and general improvements. 

Mr. Smith valued the 2,000 acres of land 
at more than $10,000, that being the figures 
he put down. It Is said there ig ap 
indebtedness of $2,000 on the last piece 
Sims purchased. 

The live stock, including cows, calves, 
hogs, horses, mules and chickens, he 
inventoried at $10,859. This, Mr. Smith 
states, is quite a conservative estimate, 
since, for instance, no cow was valued at 
more than $4, and there were many 
which cost considerably more than that 
figure. 

Buildings and Machinery. 

The buildings and fixtures, not includ- 
ing machinery, were put down at $16,30, 
while the machinery in the dairy and 
elsewhere was inventoried at $7,250. The 
sidetrack put in by the Georgia Rail- 
road Company cost $1,211. The stock in 
the commissary is said to be worta $io0. 
The other $2,900 is accounted for by the 
1,00 cords of wood already cui, and 
other improvements of minor importance.

Captain Anderson Talks. 


When asked last night for a statement 
in regard to the matter, Captain Ander- 
son said: 

We don't understand the connection 
between the preamble of the Terrell reso- 
lution and the resolution itself, so tar 
as that part of the mble is con- 
cerned that relates to the statement that 
the county contributes a large propor- 
tion of the taxes of the state, when the 
resolution relates to the charge that the 
convicts work less within the city iimuits 
than Mr. Terrell thinks they should. 

“As to the subject matter of the reso- 
lution, it is a fact that in proportion is 
the total amount of money raised by tax- 
ation, the county has in the last few. 
years, during my acquaintance with the 
affairs of the board, done more work 
inside of the city than the city has done 
on its own streets in proportion to the 
total amount it raises by taxation. 

In addition to that, the totai amount 
of the county's income from taxation is 
on an average of about $250,000. About 
two-thirds of this athoun: is expended in 
operating the courts, jail, alms house, re- 
formatory; coroner’s d2partment, and 
general incidental expenses, which in the 
main includes the supplies of the court 
hovse and court house officials and other 
things of like charactcr. If it is true 
that the city contributes 75 per cent of 
the county’s income, it is alsa true that 
it receives more than that proportionate 
cmount in the matter of general ex- 
penditures. That is to say, much more 
than 75 per cent of all of the litigan.s, 
who usa the courts, reside inside of the 
city limits and as large a proportion 
of the mmates of the jail come from the 
city, Almost all of * inmates of the 
alms house and reformatory are 2 
the city and a very large 1 
the inquiries made by the coroner ar 
cases arising in the city. 

As to the other one-third of the coun- 
ty income, which is used in road work, 
we have in the past few years expended 
a considerable proportion within the city 
limits. For example, I will mention that 
the county 1 one-half of the 
eost of | paving. tehall street, 1 
Windsor to the Ged ral rallroad right of 
way, with asphalt; one-half of the cost of 
the asphalt pavement on Pryor street, 
from Mitchell to Alabama street, and on 
Hunter street, or to Central ave- 
nue; one-half of the cost of raising the 
grade and repaving Edgewood avenue:

W. S. Moseley Bound Over 
for Cutting Conductor 
Jameson. 


W. 8. Moseley, the fireman who used 
a knife on C. J. Jameson, trolley car 
conductor, Tuesday afternoon, was ar- 
raigned in the recorder’s court yester- 
day afternoon and bound over in a $200 
dond on the charge of stabbing.

While I was on the 
rear platform smoking. my wife motion- 
ed to me and told me that the conductor 
had asked her tf she had a ‘nice time 
Gown at the springs.’ I became very an- 
gry and went out on the platform again 
and asked Jameson why he made such a 
remark to my wife. He made some sar- 

castic reply and then we went to fight- 
ing. He struck me first and I hit at him 
with my knife. I did not run, but got 
off the car and walked away. My wife 
had left in the meantime because she 

was frightened. I did what I did to pro- 
tect my wife.” 

Recorder Broyles asked Moseley if he 
had been drinking. and he replied: 

“I was not drunk. I had taken a drink 
or two, but that was some hours before 
the difficulty.” 

The recorder decided that it was a state 
case, if anything, and heid Moseley in a 
$200 bond for stabbing. - 

Moseley Was Released. 

There was some comment at the police 
barracks yesterday morning because 
Captain Moon, who is on the day watch, 
had released Moseley on a cash collat- 
eral of $0. The case was made on Cap- 
tain Thompson’s watch, and he at first 
placed Moseley's bond at $100 cash, and 
afterwards marked the case hold.“ 
which is often done when the case is 
serious and a state prosecution is apt to 
follow.

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|| BEFORE THE STRIKERS OF EUROPE 


Labor Troubles Have Tumed 
Capital of ltaly Into Armed 
Camp, 


PEOPLE SHUNS STREET 
ON ACCOUNT OF STRIKE 


Entire City Is Occupied by Troops 
and Vatican Is Guarded To 
Prevent an Outbreak ; 
Against the 
Pope. 


Rome, April 8—The aspect of Rome 
was completely changed early today. 
The gay, crowded city of yesterday 
seemed dead. No cabs passed through 
the streets and even the street cars, 
which ran at long intervals, were es- 
corted by police and were almost empty, 
as the people feared to ride in them on 
account of the threats of the strikers. 
The shops were open, but the shutters 
were up, as the proprietors intended to 
be ready for any eventuality. 

The whole city was occupied by troops. 
Detachments of cavalry were posted on 
the squares and special details of sol- 
diers and police were stationed around 
the vaticah so as to prevent any at- 
tempt against the papal palace. 

Unimportant encounters between the 
strikers and troops took place during the 
morning, the former wishing to hold 
meetings, which were forbidden, or reach 
the center of the city, but the strikers 
were easily dispersed by cavalry charges. 

Five hundred French pilgrims arrived 
here today and had some startling expe- 
riences. The party arrived at the Gari- 
baldi bridge just as a detachment of cav- 
alry charged a mob, and a scene of in- 
describable' confusion ensued. With 
screams and shouts the pilgrims in their 
efforts to escape were scattered in all 
directions. 

About the middle of the day the strik- 
ers succeeded in gathering in threaten- 
ing numbers on the Corso Vittorio Em- 
manuele, aimost in the center of the 
city, and detachments of troops charged, 
fired three volleys and dispersed them. 
About a dozen men were reported to 
have been wounded. Many strikers were 
arrested during the day. 

The pope was much interested in the 
particulars of the strike. He said: 

It is a sword with two edges.“ 

He also ex »ressed sorrow at the dam- 
age done the interests of the city and 
also because the ‘strike interferes with 
the religious ceremonies of Easter. 

Foreigners continue to leave Rome, but 
many of them cannot get away, as they 
are far from the railroad station and no 
cabs are obtainable and the hotel omni- 
buses carry only a Umited number of 
passengers. If the strike continues and 
all the foreigners leave the city, it is 
said that the boarding house keepers 
alone will lose on an average of $14,000 
dally.

Captain Anderson Talks.

things of like chaructcr. If it is true 
that the city contributes 75 per cent of 
the county’s income, it is alsa true that 
it receives more than that proportionate 
cmount in the matter of general ex- 
penditures. That is to say, much more 
than 75 per cent of all of the litigan.s, 
who ues the courts, reside inside of the 
city limits and as large a proportion 
of the mmates of the wad come from the 
city, Almost all of inmates of the 
alms house and reformatory are 8 
the city and a very large ee 
the inquiries made by the coroner ar 
cases arising in the city.

W. S. Moseley Bound Over 
for Cutting Conductor 
Jameson. 


W. S. Moseley, the fireman who used 
a knife on C. J. Jameson, trolley car 
conductor, Tuesday afternoon, was ar- 
raigned in the recorder’s court yester- 
day afternoon and bound over in a $200 
pond on the charge of stabbing.

He replied that 
he had obtained such transfers before, 
and used an oath. I saw that the man 
was drinking, and tried to havé as little 
to do with him as possible. He came 
out on the rear platform wre I was 
and began to curse. When my car 
reached the corner of Walton and Peach- 
tree streets he came upon the platform 
a second time and remarked that his 
wife had to ride on my car as a lady. 
I was about to reply when he struck me 
in the temple with a knife. He then 
jumped off the car and ran. I did noth- 
ing to provoke the assault,” 

Tells Why He Stabbed. 
Moseley was asked for a statement, 
and he said in substance: 

“Jameson has prevaricated so much 
that I hardly know where to start to 
contradict him. I did not attack bim 
about any transfer. He refused to give 
the transfers and that ended it as far as 
I was concerned. While I was on the 
rear platform smoking, my wife motion- 
ed to me and told me that the conductor 
had asked her if she had a ‘nice time 
Gown at the springs.’ I became very an- 
gry and went out on the platform again 
and asked Jameson why he made such a 
remark to my wife. He made some sar- 
castic reply and then we went to fight- 
ing. He struck me first and I hit at him 
with my knife. I did not run, but got 
off the car and walked away. My wife 
had left in the meantime because she 
was frightened. I did what I did to pro- 
tect my wife.” 

Recorder Broyles asked Moseley if he 
had been drinking, and he replied: 

“I was not drunk. I had taken a drink 
or two, but that was some hours before 
the difficulty.”

$200 bond for stabbing. - 

Moseley Was Released. 

There was some comment at the police 
barracks yesterday morning because 
Captain Moon, who is on the day watch, 
had released Moseley on a cash collat- 
era] of $0. The case was made on Cap- 
tain Thompson's watch, and he at first 
placed Moseley’s bond at $100 cash, and 
afterwards marked the case hold.“ 
which is often done when the case is 
serious and a state prosecution is apt to 
follow.

Norwegian Steamer Seized 
and Boarded by Trouble- 
some Gunboat. 


New Orleans,“ April 18.—Captain War- 
necke, ef the ‘Norwegian steamer David, 
which has arrived here from Celba, Span- 
ish, Honduras, reports an exciting expe- 
riehcé with the Ho n gunboat Ta-

Captain Warnecke argued that he was 
off the coast of Honduras looking for a 
native pilot to take the ship to Ceiba,

GILIGAN DIES IN. THE PEN

PEOPLE SHUNS STREET 
ON ACCOUNT OF STRIKE 


Entire City Is Occupied by Troops 
‘and Vatican Is Guarded To 
Prevent an Outbreak 
Against the 
Pope. 


Rome, April 8—The aspect of Rome 
was compktely changed early today. 
The gay, crowded city of yesterday 
seemed dead. No cabs passed through 
the streets and even the street cars, 
which ran at long intervals, were es- 
corted by police and were almost empty. 
as the people feared to ride in them on 
account of the threats of the strikers. 
The shops were open, but the shutters 
were up, as the proprietors intended to 
be ready for any eventuality. 

The whole city was occupied by troops. 
Detachments of cavalry were posted on 
the squares and special details of sol- 
diers and police were stationed around 
the vatican so as to prevent any at- 
tempt against the papal palace, 

Unimportant encounters between the 
strikers and troops took place during the 
morning, the former wishing to hold 


the center of the city, but the strikers 
were easily dispersed by cavalry charges. 

Five hundred French pilgrims arrived 
here today and had some startling expe- 
riences, The party arrived at the Gari- 
baldi bridge just as a detachment of cav- 
alry charged a mob, and a scene of in- 
describable confusion ensued. With 
screams and shouts the pllgrims in their 
efforts to escape were scattered in all 
directions. 

About the middle of the day the strik- 
ers succeeded in gathering in threaten- 
ing numbers on the Corso Vittorio Em- 
manuele, aimost in the center of the 
city, and detachments of troops charged, 
fired three volleys and dispersed them. 
About a dozen men were reported to 
have been wounded. Many strikers were 
arrested during the day. 

The pope was much interested in the 
particulars of the strike. He said: 

“It is a sword with two edges.“ 

He also exy»ressed sorrow at the dam- 
age done the interests of the city and 
also because the strike interferes with 
the religious ceremonies of Easter.

1. The power of the courts to declare a 
contract void for vee in contravention 
oF a spund public policy is a very deli- 
cate and undefined power, and, like the 
power to declare a statute unconstitu- 
tional, should be exercised only in cases 
free from doubt. 

2 The authority of the law-making 

power to interfere with the private right 
of contract has its limits, and the 
courts should be extremely cautious in 
exercising the power to supervise private 
contracts which the law-making power 
has not declared unlawful. 
. 8 The courts are not authorized to de- 
clare a contract void merely because it 
may be unwise or even foolish. Folly is 
not in all cases fraud. 

4. The people of this state, 
Pafriae, have the power, through the 
courts, to protect persons of unsound 
mind ,or under other disability, from the 
harmful effects of unwise or foolish con- 
tracts; but the power does not extend 
to such contracts when made by persons 
of full age, of sound mind, and laboring 
under no disg bility. 

5. The possibility or probability of per- 

formance of many contracts known to 
the commercial world is dependent upon 
80 Many contingencies that it is only in 
an extreme case that a given contract 
can be said, as matter of law, to be so 
incapable of performance as to evidence 
K purpose to defraud. 
6. The courts will always relieve an 
innocent party from the obligation of a 
contract which is the result of fraud; 
but all contracts which are unreasoua- 
ble, unwise, or even foolish, are not 
necessarily fraudulent. 

7. The success of many legitimate bus- 
iness schemes, especially those relating 
to the handling and improving of sums 
of money, depends largely upon the hon- 
ty, wisdom, and business sagacity of 
those in charge of the scheme; and one 
who goes into such schemes takes the 
risks that are always incident to in- 
trusting another with funds for improve- 
ment and profit. 

8. While forfeitures are now unlawful, 
the law does not favor them, and ali 
ambiguities in a contract are to be re- 
solved against their existence; but where 
a contract in unmistakable terms pro- 
vides for a forfeiture and is otherwise

4 free from legal infirmity, neither a court 


of law nor a court of equity will relieve 
against the forfeiture. 

%. Joint tenancy, with its incident of 
Supervisorship, is not favored by the 
law of this state, and will never arise 
by operation of law, but it is not prohib- 
ited; and when a contract provides for 
it in express terms, the law will allow 
the contract to be enforced. 

10. An investment association which ap- 
plies the principle of joint tenancy to the 


‘| investment by subscribers, the survivor- 


ship depending upon default of the mem- 
bers, instead ot death, is not prohibited 
by law. , | 

ll. The mere fact that an enterprise 
depends for its success, to some extent, 
on forfeitures and lapses, is not alone 
1 885 t) render the scheme unlaw- 

ul. 

12. It would seem that in order to ren- 
der a scheme unlawful, contrary to pub- 
lic policy and fraudulent, because it was 
dependent for success on forfeſtures or 
lapses, it must appear that it was not 
‘only largely so dependent, but that it 
was Loe bn the range of all reasonable 
probability that the number of forfeit- 
ures or lapses necessary to effectuate 
the scheme would occur in the time re- 
quired. 

12 An enterprise dependent for success 
upon forfeitures or lapses, even many 
forfeitures or lapses, is not, for this rea- 
Son alone, inherently fraudulent. 

14. In order to constitute a _ lottery, 
three ingredients are essentially neces; 
sary—consideration, prize d chance. 

15. When a number of persons are enti- 
‘tled, in any event, to a given amount; 
though it may not be the same amount, 
and all cannot be paid at one time, the 
determination by lot of what portion 
of that number shall be paid at dif- 
ferent times would not give the transac- 
tion the characteristics of a lottery. It 
is when the amount to be paid, or the 
value of the article to be delivered, is it- 
self determined, either in whole or in 
part Wy chance, that the elements of a 
lottery are present. 

16. It is not to be presumed that people 
intend to violate the law. and the lan- 
guage of their undertaking must, if 
possible, be so construed es to make the 
obligation one which the law would 
recognize as valid. All ambiguities are 


to be resolved in favor of legality and

held illegal only when it will 
no other construction. 

17. While the construction placed upon 
a contract by one of the parties only is 
not controlling, still where a contract is 
capable of being construed either as le- 
gal or illegal, and either party, and’ espe- 
cially the party upon whom the main 
obligation rests, has uniformly placed 
that construction upon the contract 
which would render it legal, this fact 
may be properly considered in determin- 
ing the validity of the contract. 

18. A corporation had authority under 
its charter to deal in stocks, bonds, etc.. 
to negotiate. loans, to loan money, to 
purchase, improve and sell property, both 
real and personal, to guarantee the pay- 
ment of obligations, and to issue invest- 
ment certificates, to be paid for by the 
investor in monthly installments. A large 
number of these certificates were issued. 
The provisions of each certificate were 
in substance as follows: An obligation 
to pay the holder $500 at the end of four- 
teen. years, in consideration of the pay- 
ment by him of as a membership or 
initiation fee and installments of $1.25 
each month until the end of that period. 
The $4 was given as compensation to 
the agent procuring the contracts, and 
25 cents of each monthly installment 
went to pay expenses of the company. 
Fifty per cent of each monthly install- 
ment and all fines made a. redemption 
fund: 30 per cent a reserve fund. The 
holder was required to surrender the 
certificate whenever called, upon the 
payment of its redemption value, which 
was declared to be the full amount paid 
in, with interest at 8 per cent per an- 
num and its proportionate share of all 
dividends or accumulations from fines, 
lapses and interest earned in excess of 
8 per cent per annum.” Cerfificates were 
to be called for redemption in fhe order 
indicated by a multiple table, based on 
the figure 3. which appeared on the back 
of each certificate. The redemption fund 
was to be used to pay off certificates 
called before maturity, to pay certificates 
at maturity, to pay estates of deceased 
certificate holders who were not over 50 
years. of age. at the date of ‘the certifi- 
cate the amounts paid thereon, with in- 
terest at 8 per cent and its proportionate 
share of profits earned in excess of & 
per cent per annum.

any one, except as herein set forth, shall

At the time the certificates were offered 
for sale the objects, purposes, aims and 
expectations of the company were set 
forth in literature which was circulated 
by the company, and the statements 
therein were authorized by the com- 
pany. 

Held: (a) That, properly construed, 
the certificate does not authorize the re- 
demption of any certificate of a living 
person, until it has earned, at least, 8 
per cent interest on the amounts paid in. 
(>) That the scheme of the company is not 
a lottery.. The fact that the certificates to 
be called for redemption are determined 
by reference to a table of numbers, which, 
instead of being in numerical order, has 
an arbitrary arrangement based on the 
figure 3, as a multiple, thus making it 
possible in some cases for certificates to 
be redeemed before others of older date, 
does not give the scheme the characteris- 
tics of a lottery, or one in the nature of 
a lottery. (c) That it can not be said, 
as matter of law, that the contract is in- 
capable of performance by legitimate 
methods, or that its performance is 80 
largely dependent upon forfeitures or 
lapses as to be fraudulent or contrary to 
public policy. (d) That if any state- 
ment in the literature of the company is 
at variance with what is contained in the 
certificate, what is stated in the certificate 
must control until it is reformed, or the 
contract therein contained is rescinded. 

19. If the scheme described in the certifi- 
cate’ above referred to was a lottery. or 
in the nature thereof. or was 80 impossi- 
ble of performance as to be fraudulent 
or opposed to public volicy, as was con- 
tended by the defendants in-error, the 
question as to whether a court of equity 
would, at the instance of those who know- 
ingly went into the scheme. administer 
the assets for their benefit, is not 
now decided 

Judgment reversed. 

Lamar, J.—(with whom concurs Sim- 
mons, C. J.), dissenting.—The company 
issued certificates (“Class A!) by Which 
it promised to pay the holder $505 54, on 
condition that he should pay $1.25 monthly 
for 130 months, he agreeing to surrender 
his certificate for redemption at a value 
fixed by a sliding scale, by which, if re- 
deemed one month after date, $15 was 
to be received, if two months $18, and 80 
on, the value increasing $3 with each in- 
stallment paid. Certificates to be redeem- 
ed were not selected in numerical or- 
der, but according to a table using mul- 
tiples of three, under the operation of 
which younger certificates could be call- 
ed in before those of older date. A cash 
payment of $4, besides 25 cents per month 
for 130 months, was to be applied to the 
expense account. Certificates not matured 
by the multiple table were, at the end of 
130 months to receive $505.54 for $166.) 
paid in On failure to pay any monthly in- 
stallment a fine of 50 cents was imposed; 
and if not paid by the succeeding month. 
the certificate lapsed, and the holder 
forfeited all payments and fines. The 


United States postal authorities held this } 


to be a lottery. and the mails were 
closed against the company. Retaining 
the scheme of lapses, and the device of 
the multiple table to determine what cer- 
tificates should be redeemed, the com- 
pany thereupon is#ed another form of 
certificate (“Class B'). substantially like 
the foregoing. except that it promised to 
nay $500 instead of $604; the number of 
installments was raised to 168; certificates 
were to he redeemed out of the profits. 
on payment to the holder of the total 
amount which he paid in. with 8 per cent 
interert thereon, together with bis vropor- 
tion of fines and lapses. Holders of 
certificates not called in under the device 
of the multiple table during 168 months 
would pay in $214, of which $65 was de- 
ducted for expenses, leavine $168 to be in- 
vested, and for this $214 the com- 
pany absolutely promised to return 
necessitating that it should earn 
per cent profit per annum, and pav- 
ing the holder 133 per cent. or 19 per 
cent per annum average interest. The 
company issued a half million dollars of 
these certificates, “Class B.” It had a 
capita! stock of only $2,500, and no other 
property except that paid by the certifi- 
cate holders, and the funds or property 
in which the certificate holders’ money 
was invested. 

Held: 

1. “Class A! certificates constituted a 
lottery; and “Class B” was not essen- 
tially different therefrom, being in the 
nature of a lottery scheme prohibited by 
the acts of 1877 (acts 1877, p. 112). as 
— by the act of 1881 (acts 1880-81, p. 


2. A court of equity should afford fe- 
lief to a litigant expressly asking aid 
against such a contract more readily 
than the postal authorities would voiun- 
teer to act on behalf of the public which 
was not actively seeking protection. 

3. In a number of instances where sub- 
stantially similar schemes have been 
under review, the courts have held the 
same to be illegal, contrary to publw 
policy, and void. Among many others see 
Horner v. U. S., 147 U. 8. 460; State v. 
Inv. Co., 52 L. R. A. 530 (where the effect 
of the table of multiples was involved): 
Peltz v. Fin. Un., 19 Atl. 668 (2): State 
v. Redemp. Co., 26 So. 586. The case of 
Union Inv. Asso. v. Lutz, 50 Ill. App. 
176, contra, is not a decision by a court 
of final resort. a 

4. Such holding is not solely in the 
interest of the certificate holder who de- 
sires to discontinue the illegal scheme. 
but also in pursuance of a sound public 
policy, and to prevent similar schemes 
from being launched. 

. To have selected certificates for can- 
cellation by the usual methods of lot 
would have involved the element of 
ehance; to have selected them in numeri- 
cal order would not have involved the 
element of chance; to select them by tne 
device of the multiple table making olde: 
certificates ‘mature after younger, 
and where even this order was 
interfered with by lapses, was es- 
sentially a selection by lot, and was 
within the prohibition of the act of 1877. 
State v. Interstate Savings Investment 


o. (Ohio), 52 L. R. A. 520. 


6. The scheme here involved chance on 
chance, by which an early redemption 
was a return of the amount paid H.. with 
about 10 per cent interest, and amounted 
to a small prize if later on the scheme 
failed for want of lapses. To have the 
certificate redeemed at the end of the 
168 months, secured principal and 133 per 
cent profit, and was the greater prize. 
if the number of lapses proyed sufficiert 
to enable the plan to work out to the 
end of 168 months. 

7. In determining whether the schema 
is possible without undue lapses, he 
courts most exclude from the calculation 
windfalls, extraordinary and improbable 
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the company

Sandler, J,—1. The act approved Decem- 
ber 15, 1902 tacts 1902, p. 326); entitled An 
act to amend section 4, of the charter 
of the city of Americus; approved No- 
vember 14, 1889, so as to make the police 
commissioners of Americus elected by the 
people, to change the number of sgid 
commissioners from five to four, and to

Cobb, J.—1. The power of legislation may 
be taken away from the law-making body 
by the constitution as well by implication 
as by express prohibition; and prohibi- 
tions against legislation which result by 
implication are equally as effectual as 
when they are express, and are to be re- 
garded in the one case no less than in the 
other. 

2. It is to be necessarily implied from 
the provisions of the constitution in rela- 
tion totheincurring ofindebtedness by mu- 
nicipalities that the general assembly has 
not*the power to provide for the submis- 
sion of such questions to the qualified vot- 
ers in connection with other issues entirely 
foreign to the matter of the debt sought 
to be incurred, 

3. The question ag to the establishment 
of the enterprise or project for which the 
debt is to be incurred may be submitted 
in connection with the question of incurr- 
ing the debt; but the better practice, even 
in such case, is to submit these questions 
separately. 

4. If a statute is in part valid and in part 
invalid, and the objectionable portion is 
so connected with the general scheme of 
the statute that, should it be stricken out, 
effect cannot be given to the lbgislative 
intent, the whole statute must fall. 

5. Applying the principles above laid 
down to the facts of the present case, the 
court erred in not granting the injunction 
prayed for.

Cobb, J.—1. f fre in 1845 a deed was 
made corveying, a life-estate in specified 
property to a trustee, for the benefit of a 
married woman, with a legal remainder in 
fee to her children, and power was given 
to the trustee to sell the fee with the 
consent of the life-tenant and for her ben- 
efit, the execution of the trust, so far as 
the life-estate was concerned, by the pas- 
sage of the married woman’s act of 1866 
did not extinguish the power of sale: it 
being the intention of the grantor, deriva- 
ble from the language of the trust convey- 
ance, that this power sheuld be kept 
alive to be exercised for the benéfit of the 
life-tenant whenever she and the trustee 
deemed it wise to do so... 

2. The judges of the superior courts of 
this state have power at chambers to ap- 
point and remove trustees; and applica- 
tions for this purpose may be entertained 
at any place within their respective cir- 
cuits, without reference to the residence 
of the parties or the location of the prop- 
erty, the proceedings had on such appli- 
cations being always returned to the clerk 
or the superior court of the propér county, 
If the proceedings are otherwise regu- 
lar, the fact that they were recorded in 
the wrong county, or were not recorded at 
all, would not vitiate the judgment. Nor, 
after the lapse of more than thirty years, 
would the judgment be invalidated becanse 
it appeared on the face of the proceed- 
ings that the hearing was had and the or- 
der passed at a date later than that on 
which the rule nisi was returnable. In 
such a case the presumption is that a 
proper continuance was had. 

3. When attorneys appear in court claim- 
ing the right to represent a person named 
as a party to a cause, there is a strong 
presumption that they have the authority 
So to do. This presumption increases in 
strength with lapse of time; and where. 
after the expiration of more than thirty 
years after the judgment, a direct attack 
is made upon the authority of the attor- 
neys,. by a motion to set aside the judg- 
ment rendered in the cause, the strongest

4. Even if such a judgment is open to a 
collateral attack by the party whom the 
attorneys claimed to represent, the pre- 
sumption in favor of the validity of the 
judgment and the authority of the attor- 
neys is even stronger than in case of a 
direct attack, where the attorneys are 
given an opportunity to meet the charge 
that their appearance was wholly gratul- 
tous and unauthorized. 

5. Is not an entry of appearance by 
an attorney, he being an officer of the 
court, entitled to as much force as an 
entry by a sheriff, which is binding un- 
til traversed and set aside in a direct 
proceeding brought for this purpose?

KNX WILL ISSUE BONDS 


Issue of $125,000 to Fund Country’s 
Floating Debt. 

Knoxville, Tenn., April 8.—(Special.)— 
The Knox county court has taken the 
initial steps toward providing for fund- 
ing the county’s floating debt of about 
$125,000. The matter was referred to 
County Judge A. D. Collier to prepare 
the 4 per cent bonds, as provided for 
in a recently enacted state law for the 
berfefit of Knox county, and to offer the 
bonds for sale and place them with the 
best bidder. Judge Collier will take the 
matter up at once, as the earlier the 
bonds are sold the quicker the cotinty’s 
interest debt will be lowered.

New Yacht is Fan Su- 
perior to Shamrock | in 
Every Way. 


Weymouth, England, April 8.—With club: 
topsails set in a good 12 or 14-knot breeze 
off shore, promising fast racing, a thor- 
ough test both of speed and gear, the 
Shamrock III and the Shamrock I started 
today off down fhe wind for a leeward 
and windward trial. The Shamrock III 
was a good length ahead as the boats 
were sent off. She gathered way faster 
and was off with double that lead before 
the older boat had fairly started. The 
wind was fresh and caused some sea, but 
the challenger took the seas easily.

PROFESSOR G. W. LYON DEAD 


Well-Known Music Composer and 
Confederate Veteran Died Last 
Night. 

Professor George W. Lyon, a well known 
musician, compoger of music and confed- 
erate veteran, died last night at 10:15 
o'clock at his residence, corner of Bush 
and Davis streets, after an iliness of 
a week and a half of hemorrhage of the 
brain. : t 
Professor Lyon was a noted man in 
many respects. In his profession he rank- 
ed at the head and was a recognized au- 
thority on the composition of songs, and 
also of poetry. He is the author of fif- 
teen cr twenty sacred song books, and 
nearly all of the new song books con- 
tain some of his works. He had just 
published one of his best works for 1993, 
a book called The New Song Waves,” 
which is pronounced the best by music 
men all over the country, and of which 
there has been @ tremendous sale. Pro- 
fessor Lyon was 6 years of agg and 
bears the distinction of being the first 
southern man to compose and publish a 
song book and possibly taught more 
scholars than any other music teacher in 
the south, he having been teaching about 

forty-eight years. 

During the civil war he was band- 
master of the Forty-second Georgia reg- 
iment and wrote music for the band. 

Professor Lyon is survivell by his wife 
and eight children, the latter being A. 
A. Lyon, G. W. Lyon, Jr., W. W. Lyon, 
of Atlanta; Mrs. Electa Casey, wife of 
Captain J. T. Casey, of Oakdale, Ga;

Hach had bet $100 
on winning the race. Bald made the — 
in the fifth lap and both men swung 
“around the back side with Bald on the 
pole, both men pushing their pedals to 
the limit and neither could make any 
gains.
